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August Dufoux Took His Life 
at Early Morn. 


HE WAS A NATIVE OF FRANCE 


SAT UP ALL NIGHT THURSDAY 
ARRANGING HIS EFFECTS.

A Two Years’ Battle WitkL Hunger 
and Debt Was Too Much for the 
Old Man and He 
Gave It Up. 


An all-night vigil, spent in writing-mes- 
sages and making up little packages of his 
scanty belongings for friends, preceded the 
suicide of August Dufouwx, a former wealthy 
Frenchman, 60 years of age, who shot him- 
self in the mouth at 4:14 o'clock Friday at 
his boarding house, 1207 Washington ave- 
nue. 

In a letter to his landlady, Mrs. Adam 
Etienne, the suicide, who was a man of ed- 
ucation and refinement, explained that aft- 
er a battle of two years with hunger he 
was compelled to give up the fight. 

Fred Willie, a boarder, heard the muf- 
fled report of a revolver from Dufoux’s 
room early Friday morning. He aroused: the 


landlord, who went with him to the room, 
from which sounds issued. These they mis- 
took for the old man’s snoring and re- 
turned to bed. About 6 o'clock they entered 
the room by means of a pass key and found 
Dufoux lying dead upon the floor, 

He was fully dressed and had not been 
in bed during the night. The lamp still 
burned dimly on the table, which was lit- 
tered with papers, including the letter ad- 
dressed to Mrs. E 
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Etienne. 

Dufoux had evidently placed the revolver 
in his mouth as he sat in a chair by the 
table and puiled the trigger. The revolver 
was an old one, which he had owned for a 
long. time. 

Mrs. Etienne stated that Dufoux had lived 
at her place about five years. He taught 
French lessons when he could find pupils, 
but for about four years was employed as 
a collector by a house furnishing establish- 
ment. He lost his position and was out of 
work for nearly a year, but accepted a po- 
sition in the office of the Excelsior Laundry 
on Grand avenue about a month ago at $6 
yer week. The debts which he mentioned 
n his letter were contracted while he was 
out of work. 

Dufoux was well educated and in France 
held the position of notary, which is of some 
distinction in that country. After losing 
his money, about 16 years ago, he came to 
America in hope of making another for- 
tune. 

He was married twice, the first wife being 
dead. The second wife, Mrs. Eliza Defoux, 
left him about three years ago, returning to 
France. 

The old man had often apes depressed 
‘and epoke to Mrs. Etienfie of his suffer- 
‘ings. He had not heard from his relatives 
in France for over two years, and, while he 
had many friends in St. Louts, he heat- 
tated about asking them for aasistance. 

He was a great reader and patronized 
several of the circulating libraries. In his 
room were found two packages of books. 
one belonging to the Young Men's Sodality 
of St. Francis Xavier's Church and the 
other to the public library. 

He left his clothing and a number of 
| French books to Mr. Etienne. 

The body was removed to the morgue 
and the effects of the dead man were taken 
to the coroner's office, where Dr. Funk- 
houser translated the letter to Mrs. Etien- 
ne, which was in French. 

Mr. Etienne made a trip among the 
French residents of the city Friday for the 
purpose of raising funds to defray the ex- 
pense of a respectable funeral for Mr. Du- 


foux.

$1,000,000 in building a tunnel to bring our 
city water by gravity flow from the Mis- 
souri river to the waterworks. 

“The reduced flow in the Chicago river 
doesn't mean any greater danger to Bt. 
Louis at present. The spring floods supply 
so much water to the Iliinois and the Mis- 
sissippi rivers as to dilute the Chicago 
sewage to such an extent as to render 
small the danger from typhoid. 


Danger Will Come 
With Summer. 

“But in the summer months, when the 
river is at a normal low stage, the reduc- 
tion of the flow of lake water through the 
canal will amount to a crime, committed 
against the communities that have to drink 
that water—Alton and St. Louis. 

“All the cities between Alton and Chica- 
go, along the Illinois river, have abandoned 
the river as a source of water supply. Only 


Alton, which filters its water, and St. Lou- 
is, which ought to filter it, are affected. 

‘Because of the large percentage of bac- 
teria in the canal. the public health of 
St. Louis has already suffered greatly on 
account of the drainage canal, the increase 
of typhoid being three times the normal 
average of the five years prior to the open- 
ing of the canal. I speak of the period since 
we removed our intake to Chain of Rocks, 
in 1895, as prior to that, when the intake 
was at Bissel’s Point, some of our own 
sewage was discharged above the water- 
works. But since 1895 we had an average 
of 400 cases of typhoid a year, up to the 
ag of the canal in 1900. The past year 
we had 1200 cases. 

“The results of our 
gations, on 4300 analyses 
we use, prove conclusively that the idea 
that we get nothing but Missouri river 
water is a delusion. When the Missouri 
river is high we find the water in the St. 
Louts mains much purer than when the 
Missouri is low. 

Water Becoming 

More Impure. 

“t'ndoubtedly the water becoming 
worse. It is more impure now than it was 
a few months ago. At present only two- 
thirds of Chicago's sewage passes into the 
drainage canal. but works are under con- 
struction to turn the rest of it in. The 
one-third that goes into the lake de- 
filing Chicago’s own water supply. She 
will turn it into the canal to defile ours. 

‘“"'t shou'd be remembered, however, that 
we drink but 10 per cent of the Chicago bac- 
teria that comes into our intake. The other 
M per cent is eliminated in the process of 
going through the reservoir. The water we 
use 1s in the reservoir about 48 hours be- 
fore passing into the mains, and much of 
the impurity is deposited.’’ 

Mr. Teichmann says the action of Secre- 
tary Root was brought about by the ship- 
ning interests of the lakes. With the pres- 
ent flow of about 359,000 cubic feet a minute 
from the lake into the canal, the Chicago 
river. being narrower than the canal, be: 
comes sv boisterous that navigation therein 
is datigerous. Vesse's are liable to be 
wrecked on the masonry and the bridges 
and other structures to be undermined by 
the swift current. 

“Twman E. Cooley, the engineer,’’ says 

Mr. Teichmann, “has warned Chicago that 
a flow of 1,000,000 cubic feet a minute must 
be had, and that the Chicago river must 
be widened to permit that flow. Of course 
navigation of the river would be utterly 
impossible with such a flow, but this ad- 
vice of the celebrated engineer is signifi- 
ant.”’ 
“The case of the State of Missouri vs. the 
State of Illinois, to enjoin the latter state 
from permitting the operation of the drain- 
age canal, will be argued next October 
before the United States Supreme Court. 

City Counselor Schnurmacher, when asked 
if he would make any protest to the secre- 
taiv of war, replied that until he had con- 
sulted scientists as to the effect of the re- 
duced flow on health in St. Louls he would 
take no action.

FIFTEEN CASES MAY HOLD 


Names of Persons Accused of Election 
Frauds Presented to the Cir- 
cuit Attorney. 


John D. Johnson and James L. Blair, at- 
torneys for the committee of one hundred 
citizens who offered a reward for informa- 
tion leading to the conviction of persons 
guilty of election frauds, submitted their re- 
not to Circuit Attorney Folk Friday morn- 


sented to them, in answer to an advertise- 
ment published daily from March 28 to 
April 2 in all of the papers, 15 are good 
cases, that is, cases in which the offense 
charged is unlawful and the number and 
character of the witnesses seems sufficient 
to secure a conviction. 

Thirty-six cases are classed as doubtful 
and will be further inv estigated, in the hope 
of obtaining evidence. 

“The remaining 73 cases,’ in the ian- 
guage of the attorneys, ‘we And too vague 
and unsubstantial to justify further in- 
vestigation.’ 

The names of the accused in the 15 good 
cases, together with the evidence secured, 
and names and addresses of witnesses, are 
furnished Mr. Folk, with a request that 
the prosecution be vigorously pushed, com- 
petent counsel for that purpose being 
promised by the committee. 

The reward offered by the committee was 
$100 for each person convicted of casting or 
attempting to cast a fraudulent vote: $100 
for each person convicted of procuring the 
casting of a fraudulent vote, and $500 fur 
each judge or clerk convicted of any ol- 
fense under the election laws.

WASHINGTON, April 12.—Santiago Igle- 
sias, delegate from the Porto Rico Federa- 
tion of Labor to call upon President Mc- 
Kinley, dictates the following for publica- 
tlon in the Post-Dispatch: 

The laborers of Porto Rico are. in a more 
deplorable condition than any others on the 
face of the earth. The misery prevailing to- 
day in the country and cities is horrtble. 

There are thousands of working people cry- 
ing for work or bread. Emigration or sui- 
chide now appears the only remedy for their 
misfortunes. 

The working people of Porto Rico hope 
that American government will alter and 
improve the present unhappy situation. 

The workers of Torto Rico also demand 
perfectly free institutions, under which they 
will be endowed witb full liberty and en- 
joy the same rights as the workers of the 
United States to develop thelr labor organ- 
izations without hindrance or oppression; 
that they shall be accorded full freedom of 
assembly, freedom of press and speech, and 
that these laws be similar to those of the 
United States. 

We ask that there shall be thronghout 
the whole island a real and effective guar- 
autee of the workers to defend themselves 
against the inhuman and oppressive tule of 
native officials, who detest American free 
institutions. The men who ate now making 
strenuous efforts to organize and enlighten 
th® laborers in that island are being perse- 
cuted and imprisoned. 

We ask that the ordinance under which 
laborers employed on public work receive 
only 25 cents or 30 cents per day be an- 
pulled. 

We also ask that the ordinance stigmatisz- 
ing laborets as ‘‘obnoxious and dissolute per- 
sons’ who refuse to work for 25 cents per 
day be likewise annulicd.

WASHINGTON, April 12.—A disagreeable 
story of suffering and want comes from 
Porto Rico. Conditions there are said to 
be worse than in India. It warns workers 
not to go to the island, thus rendering 
worse a miserable condition of affairs. 

Santiago Inglesias, delegate from the 


Porto Kican Federation of Labor, called at 
the White House once, but was unable to 
see the President. He will be received by 
appointment later. 

inglesias Will present to the President a 
petition signed by 6000 workingmen of Porto 
Rico urging this government vv take prompt 
steps to ameliorate the unhappy conditions 
on that Island. 

Inglésias says conditions in Porto Rico 
have steadily grown worse ever since 
American occupation. In support of this 


Governor-General Davis’ office, which 
shows that 11 months ago work could not be 
obtained at any price, and people were suf- 
fering for the simplest food. fn that letter 
Gen. Davis said those who had work at 60 
centavos per day “should consider them- 
selves fortunate that they can obtain work 


goveruor complaints from large numbers of 
people among the more unfortunate of the 
islahd who are not able to obtain work at 
any price, and are still suffering for the 
simplest food.’ 

To the Post-Dispatch corrrespondent Dele- 
gate Inglesias said: 

“Peopie all over Porto Rico are without 
work, thousands are destitute. Hunger 
and abject poverty prevail on every hand. 
Present conditions are similar to those pre- 
valling in British India, only worse. 

‘Matters in Porto Rico are worse now 
than under the old Spanish regime. There 

was then a uniformity of laws. The trades 
were in a better condition The island 
had good markets. The markets and prod- 
er ts were protected. The Spanish capital- 
ists invested their money and gave employ- 
ment to labor. Now there is no protection 
either to markets or products. 

‘The merchants and capitalists of Porto 
Rico are chiefly Spanish. At present they 
are initiating no new enterprises. They 
hope to sell their properties and leave the 

siand. No buildings are under construc- 
tion, no work of any kind tis begun.’ 

In the petition, which Mr. Iglesias wil! 
present, occur these paragraphs: 

“Misery with all its horrible consequences 
is spreading in our homes with wonder- 
ful rapidity. It has already reached such 
an extreme that many workers are starv- | 
ing to death, while others, that have not 
the courage to see their mothers, wives, 
sisters and children perish of hunger r, com- 
mit suicide by drowning themselves or by 
hanging themeselves. 

‘The government and municipality do not 
undertake any public work to keep us out 
of idleness. The emigration of workers, 
unknown in this island before. increases 
day by day in proportion as misery in- 
creases.”’

After Trying to Borrow Weapons a 
Kansas City Man Hanged Himself 
in a Backyard. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., April 12.—A re- 
markable determination to die was shown 
yesterday by a well-dressed man of about 
35 years of age, who called“at several resi- 
dences in the vicinity of Twenty-fifth and 
Oak streets and tried to borrow a revolver, 
a razor or a butcher knife. Failing to se- 
cure any of these weapons, he entered a 
backyard, tore down a clothes line, ran 
to a small tree naar by and knotting one 
end about his neck and another to a limb 
he drew up his knees and slowly strangled 
to death. 

A hundred people, whose attention had 
been attracted by the saan’s attempts to 
borrow a weapon, saw the proceeding, but 
were mostly women looking from their 
home windows. They set up a general 
screaming, and their shouts brought 
George Dean from his work.

BURIED IN A CLAY BANK 


Locomotive Left the Track and Made 
an Impromptu Tunnel for Itself at 
O’Fallon Street Crossing. 


A 4-ton locomotive of the Merchants’ 
Bridge Terminal Co., pulling a number 
of heavy refrigerator cars, left the track 
at the O'Fallon street crossing at 5 o'clock 
Friday morning, crashing into a clay bank 
with such force that the footboard was 
buried from sight, while the huge driving 
wheels sank at least three feet in the sand.

It had secured considerable headway 
in order to overcome the heavy grade, but 
in crossing O'Fallon street, near Collins 
street, the flange of one front 
wheels took the wrong side of the frog 
and the locomotive dashed straight into the 
clay bank, which is about twelve feet high.

officials are similarly ineligible for re-elec-

The August election is abolished. The 
Chancery Court system is abolished and the 
Legislature given power to enact local road, 
fence and school laws. Counties are tin- 
hibited from incurring a bonded indebted- 
ness of more than 10 per cent of the taxable 
valuation of the property in counties, and 
municipalities are authorized to levy special 
taxes on certain districts.
